I  r  is^  admitted  on  the  part  of  Great-Britain,  that 
Ljie  Colonies  are  part  of  the  domitiions  of  the 
Crown,  that  the  inhabitants  are  the  fubjefts  or 
the  C.-own,  and  intitled,  by  birth,  to  all  the  rights 
and  franchilci  of  Englifhmen,  born  within^he 
Jlandol  Grcut-B.itaiui  and  in  confequencc  everv 
native  of  tne  Colonies  is  eligible  to,  and  many 
ot  them  a.^cnally  enjoy  offices  and  emplovmcnts 
mtlieilate,  .^jdf^ats  in  parliament,  and  may  bo 
theKmgs    c:Met  minillers   in    Grcat-Bntain       lu 


all  foreign  countr.es,  tliey  have  tlie  fame    protrac- 
tion v..  th  th.  King's  Englifh   A.bjecfts,  and  enioy 
the  ume   advantages    of  treaties    and    alliance: 
lhe:_r  perions  and  properties  are  equally  protecte 
by^tne.awsot  England,  and  thev    niav,  equall 
witn    tne  natives    of  Great-Biitain,  become  pre 
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pnetors    bv  purchuieor  inheritance,  of  anv  land. 
v,i:h::i:hj:f!a:idof  Great -Britain 
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I'm  po(lfiri()ns  of  tho  Crown  in  America  are 
jmmeiifcly  cxtcnfivc,  ami  the  iflniid  of  (jrcat- 
Britain,  cuniparc-d  with  thc'iii,  appears  very  incon-. 
lulfrable.  N'o  art  or  power  tan  enlarge  Grcar- 
Brirain,  but  there  is  abundant  fcope  in  America 
for  makiti!.!;  Additions,  ftill  more  extenfivc,  lo 
what  the  Crown  ahx-ndy  pofl*e(res  t}iere. 

Triis  nioli.  important  diftcrciiee  in  the  circum- 
Aar.eca  of  tlie  two  territories  requires  a  di'''erciit 
plan  of  policy  to  be  adopted  in  rifped  to  the  cul 
tine  and  in-piovementof  each.  But  Itill  thcpcr- 
fonal  n'.rhfi  of  the  inh.ibitants  ouglit  to  eontinue 
the  fame -,  ami  the  {>n)fp  ■rity  and  happincfsof  the 
fubjeds  in  the  Colonies  ought  to  be  equally  at- 
tended to,  and  promoted  by  govennnent,  as  that 
of  fh«*  fi.bjct'b  in  England,  for  tliey  are  equally 
the  King's  fuhjedsand  Engliflinien. 

1'h  k  lafvJs  in  America  have  been  granted  by 
ihr  Ciown  on  very  cheap  tciin:;  to  the  occupiers; 
und  w.'iere  a  country  h  (o  very  extenfive,  and  the 
inhabitants  f.-vv,  the  lands  mufl  continue  cheaj-s  for 
manyngcs,  incompaiifon  of  the  price  of  lands  in 
(ifcat  Britain.  Should  then  the  occupier  of  tlie 
America!!  lands  cultivalc  the  tiimc  products  as  are 
tullivalcd  in  Great  Britain,  a!id  have  equally  li- 
berty to  carry  them  io  the  fame  market,  they  mufl: 
prefently   deilroy  the  commerce  and   culture    of

nothing  could  argue  greater  folly  and  wickednefs, 
i'l  any  government,  tiian  the  fi:;fering  the  peo)>le 
of  the  ancient  dominions  to  bed.  liroycd,  for  the 
iJic  'ji'  raif.ng  a  new  Empire,  ;uid  r.ew  fubjeds  in 
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Another  part  of   the    world. WiiMoni,  iuiliee 

and  policy,  thiicrorc, required  that  the  nr  :v.i!  to  h',- 
iifed  to  forwtrd  the  proCpcritv'  of  tlie  new  domi- 
nions, (liould  be  fuch  as  not  to  injure  the  old  •,  uiid 
that,  where  all  parts  cannot  have  the  (nmc  advan- 
tages, compcnfalion  (hould  be  made,  for  what  is 
wirh-hold  in  one  way,  by  the  grant  of  lliperior 
advantages  in  anotlic. . 

The  right  m  the  foil  of  America  is  allowed  to 
have  been  in  the  Crown  of  England,  ar.teccdetit 
to  tlie  retflt';-:-ient  of  any  F.np;lilh  fjljjects  thtic  i 
for  the  hrll,  andal!  future  adventurers  carrljd-.vith 
them  grants  from  the  Crown,  of  the  lands  on  which 
they  fettled  •,  and  all  the  lands  in  the  Colonies  are 
at  this  day  held  by  their  occupier.^,  under  titles  de- 
rived from  tHc  Crown.  The  Crown  }.:,'d,  there- 
fot-e,  a  right  to  prcfenbe  condirions  to  itiole  wlio 
obtained  thole  grants  ;  and  tlie  grantees  were 
bound,  in  law  and  equity,  lo  a  performance  of 
thofc  conditions.  Moreover,  the  atlvcnturers  in 
thi?  nev/  country  ilood  in  need  of  the  aiiiilance 
and  fuccour  of  their  fe'iov/  fubjedls  in  r.nglaiid. 
They  were  unable  to  fubfid,  much  lels  to  ])rotcd- 
themielvcs.  The  bounty,  the  conildence,  and 
humanit-y  of  individuals  in  England  were  fn.-.  ly 
cxeieifed  towards  themi  -"-d  the  pcnver  of  the 
ftatc,  rrdfcd  and  maintained  at  th.e  fole  expencc 
of  the  people  of  England,  was  fully  exerted  in 
their  behalf.  The  people  oi'  England  have,  there- 
fore, a  right  to  reap  advantage  from  the  f.iccefs 
of  the  adventurers.

1  he  original    equality  has  been  in- 
violably adhered  to.     'Ihe  fame  Jaw  and  rights  are 
ior   a  native   ct  America    in  England,  as  for  an 
i^nghniman.    Andan  EngliiTiman  is,  in  America, 
luhject  to  thcnmie  law,  andclaimy  no  other  rights 
than  a  native  tiicre. 

'L'liii  moftviolcnt  partl/anof  the  Colonies  can 
here  then  have  no  ground  ct  comj.laint ;  for  neither 
the  Crown  or  tiic  people  of  Knaland  h-vi  heru 
made  any  claim,  orfoughL  cornpcnfatiou. 

The  hind-;  of  Amirica,  and  their  produdts, 
have  alone  ivjcn  the  objcils  upon  which  they  have 
made  any  deuuinds  ;  and  whether  th.ev  have  af- 
ferteu  their  claims  in  an  arbitrary,  cruel,  and  un- 
juftnunner,  as  the  CoLnicj  lay  they  have,  we 
ihUil  Icon  fee. 

Thil  people  of  England  and  the  American  ad- 
venturers being  lo  ditferently  circairdlanccd,  it  re- 
quired no  great  fagacity  to  dikuver  that,  as  tlicre 
were  many  commodities  whicli  America  could 
iupplyon  better  terms  than  they  could  be  raifed  ia 
iingiand,  fb  mull  it  be  nnich  more  :^v  the  Colo-' 
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nies  advanlayro  :  )  take  (/.hers  frorr;  F.nglaaJ,  than 
attempt  to  nui.e  rhem  themlclves.    'i "he  Aineriv.ui 
lands  weretheap^coverLd  with vvoods,and abounded 
v/iih  native  commodities.     The  firil  attention  of 
tiw  fettlers  was  necjllaiily  en_c^agvd  in  cutlin?;  down 
the  timber,  and  clearinir  the  i/roimd  for  culture; 
for  before  they  had  fupplied  thcmfelves  vath  pru- 
vidons,  and  had  hands  to  fpare  from  agriculture, 
it  was  impollible  they  could fjt  about  manvifacltir- 
ing.     Englatid,    therefore,    ur.dertook  to    fuiply 
them   with   manufadlure;;,    and   cither  purchaled 
herfc'lf,  or  found  markets  for  the  limber  the  Colo- 
nics cut  down  I'.pon  their  lands,  or  the  full  they 
caught  upon  their  coafts.     It  was  foon  difcovcred 
that  the  tobacco  plant  was  z  native  of,  and  Mou- 
rifhcd  in   Virginia.     It  hail  be'.n   aho  planttd^  in 
F.ngland,  and  was  found   to  deligl-.t  in  the    foil. 
The   Legiflaturc,    however,  wifely  and  equitably 
confidering  that  I-'ngland  had  variety  of  produd.% 
and  Virginia  had    no  other  to  buy  her  ncceffaries 
with,    paiTed    nn    act    prohibiting   the  people  of 
England  from  planting  tobacco,  and  thereby  giv- 
ing the   monopoly  of  that  plant  to  the  Colonics. 
As  the  inhabitants  incrcafed,  and  the  lands  became 
jnore  cultivated,  further  and  new  advantages  were 
thrown   in   the  way  of  the   American  Coior.ie:;. 
All    foreign  markets,    as    well   as    Great  Britain, 
were  open   for   their  timber  and  provifions,  and 
the  Briti/h  Weft  India  Iflands  were  prohibited  from 
purchafmg  thofe  commodities  from  any  other  than 
them.     And    fince   F.ngland   has   found  lifelf  in 
danger  of  wanting  a  fupply  of  timber,  and  it  ha?
